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EAST RIVER TUNNELS 
MEET THE HARDEST LUCK 


Almost at a Standstill After 


Months. of Work. 


TOO CLOSE TO THE RIVER BED | 


Work Stopped in Tube After Tube— 
It Will Take Many Years to Fin- 
ish at the Present Pace. 


While no official statement on the 
subject was obtainable yesterday, a report 
was current among civil engineers and 
others interested in tunnel work in this 
city that the troubles of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad in digging under the East River 
have xKeached a stage at which it is ex- 
tremély uncertain when the work can be 
completed. One report had it that there 
is little chance of completing the tunnel 
in less than six years. 

Strikes, trouble with 
and the 
workers are said to have brought about 
this state of affairs. The principal 
troubles, however, are attributed to the 
fact that the contractors when beginning | 
the tunnel did not sink their shaft deep | 
enough before attempting to bore under | 
the East River. Just what they will do} 
to continue the work is a problem at

present unsolved. 
Meantime the hoisting engineers and 


“ sand hogs,” who have succeeded in com- 
pleting a few hundred feet of the tunnel, 


are on strike for higher wages and short- 
er hours of labor. Even while they were 
working, and before they encountered the 
“blowouts,” due to tunneling too close 
to the river bed—one of which last week 
killed two men—they did not make very 
rapid progress, for they only succeeded in 
going ahead at the rate of eighteen inches 
a week, or three inches a day. The en- 
gineers figured on tunnelling at the rate 
of three feet a day. 

The trouble referred to by the men as 
‘the blow-outs,” which undermined the 


ferry bridges and slips of the East Thirty- 
fourth Street Ferry, has, however, stopped 
even that rate of progress. 

Experts in tunneling engaged on other 
big jobs had predicted these accidents. 
They were sure that the compressed air 
used to keep out the mud and to give the 
laborers a chance to work would force a 
hole through the river bed at points where 
the crust was thin—that is, where the tun- 
nelers were working too close to the 
water. 

The Belmont tunnel, they said, had been 
planned differently. Its shaft’ Was Sunk 
to a depth of more than a hundred feet, 
so that the tunnel went through solid 
rock, The Pennsylvania's Hast River tun- 
nel was planned to go under the river bed 
at an average depth of only twenty feet. 
The English contracting firm which got 
the contract for the Pennsylvania’s East 
River tunnel argued that even if they did 
strike through the river bed, they would 
be able to construct a new or false river 
bed by sinking bags of clay and cement. 
They had taken this course in tunneling 
under the Thames, they said. 

American engineers pointed out that 
the tide in the Thames could not be com- 
pared with that in the Hast River. They 
said the East River tide was much 
stronger than the tide of the Thames, so 
that bags of clay and cément would be 
Swept away from the points where they | 
Were sunk. Consequently it would be im- 
possible to create a false river bed. 

This proved to be the case when the 
first “blowout” occurred. The com- 
pressed air forced a hole from the com- 
pleted end of the tunnel through the bed 
of the river out to the water, where it 
made the water bubble like a caldron. 
Bags of cement were dumped into the 
river in Ferry Slip 4, where the first 
leak was discovered. Sut as fast as 
the bags were thrown from a Warge in the 
ferry slip they were carried away by the 
tide. 

Then two gangs of men on two barges 
were put to work to see if the system of 
doubling up would have some effect, but 
this did not remedy the evil. The only 
thing left was to keep the air compressors 
at work to keep the river from backing 
up into the tunnel. This was tunnel D 
of the four. 

When the contractors put their men to 
work on the second tube, Tunnel B, which 
was extended from another shaft, the 
shield or boring car in B was shoved out 
under the river, beneath Ferry Slip No. 2. 

After many months about a hundred 
feet of this tube was completed. Then 
a blowout occurred. Again the con- 
tracting firm tried shut off the| 


leak with clay bags. When they beliaved 
they had succeeded leak from 
the compressed air chamber of the tun- 
nel showed them they we going too 
close to the river bed. Work was then 
stopped on the second of the tubes. 

Another of the tubes has been completed 
as far as 100 feet out from the shore. This 
is Tube C. After getting so far there was 
an air leak into the river, and it became | 
necessary to install a new air compressing 
plant to get sufficient pressure to support 
the river bed in the third ferry slip. 

It is said that the contractors then be-| 
gan to experiment to see how low a pres- ! 
sure would hold out the river and at the 
same time enable men to work under the} 
water. After that came the drowning 
of two men. 

An air-freezing plant was installed in an! 
experimental plant at Thirty-fifth Street, | 
but finally work on three of the tubes has! 
had to be suspended entirely and the en-! 
tire working force sent into Shaft A to} 
construct that tube. An air pressure of | 
forty-two pounds to the square inch was 
kept up at the head of the tunnel, but the | 
men working there found that at the end} 
of two houps they were completely ~| 
hausted. 

On Tuesday the men protested, arguing ! 
that two hours in forty-two pound 
pressure was long enough to keep them} 

at work. They wanted two hours’ rest | 
‘after each two hours’ work, and asked for / 
an increase in wages. They had been get- 
ting half a dollar an hour. They argued ! 
that a dollar an hour was little enough |

at any minute. The contracters refused 
|} to reduce the hours of labor, insisting 
j that the men work six hours a day. 
| They also refused to pay the increase in 
wages demanded, and the strike followed. 
| ‘There were 264 men at work in the tubes, 

Twenty of them were hoisting engineers. 
| The rest were laborers, commonly known 
jas ‘‘sandhogs.” They were not organized 
into a labor union, but the engineers were, 
so the engineers sent their walking dele- 
gate to the contracting firm with a copy 
; of the demands of the men, 

The firm refused the demands, and the 
hoisters went on strike. This was on 
Tuesday. A hundred laborers or sand- 
hogs came out of the air locks when the 
| engineers struck and refused to go back 
;to work. Yesterday morning another hun- 
} dred left the job. In the afternoon twen- 
;ty-two more quit. That left about forty- 
| two still at work. 
| The contracting firm sent for green men, 
| laborers who had never worked under air 
| pressure. The doctors who examined thir- 
jty of these men declared that only seven 
| had hearts strong enough to stand the air 
| pressure, 
| The seven new men were put in an alr 
lock and experimented with, getting twen- 
ty pounds of pressure so they might get 
accustomed to it. Two of them quit last 
night, declaring they would not ‘“‘work 
in air” for any amount of money. 

The regular night gang that went off 
at dawn yesterday did not return 
last night. They went home and remained 
there. 

A representative of the contracting firm 
declared that the places of the strikers 
would be filled to-day. A representative 
of the strikers said that would not be 
the case, adding that the contracters could 
not use any sort of men many days more, 
as a snag had been struck in the tunnel 





j work, and that the only way it could be 


overcome was by beginning all over again 
and tunnelling beneath the river bed at 
greater depth. 

One engineer famillar with the work 
said the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany’s officials would have to adopt en- 
tirely new methods if the tunnel is to be 
completed. 

The tunnel was to have been finished 
next year. 


“LEFTY” BOYLE SHOT. 


A Worker for Jerome, He Refuses to 


Tell Who Shot Him. 

‘Eddie’ Boyle, better known as “Lefty” 
to the police, who declare he has been 
working for the District Attorney’s office, 
was probably fatally shot at 1:30 o'clock 
this morning at Twenty-elghth Street and 
Seventh Avenue while attempting to de- 
tain a man. 

According to witnesses, Boyle grabbed 
the man who shot him and hung to him, 
all the time shouting for a policeman. The 
next they saw was Boyle falling to the 
sidewalk, and they heard a pistol shot at 
the same instant. Boyle’s man ran into 
a hallway and escaped over a roof. Boyle 
refused to tell who shot him. 

“I got mine, all right, all right,’’ he 
said, “but if I get out I'll get the man 
who did it. I ain’t no squealer.’’ 

Boyle was hurried to the New York Hos- 
pital. The shooting caused a crowd to 
gather and the reserves had to be called 
out to drive it away. : 


WAGGAMANN DIES ON A FARM. 


Washington Man Who Failed for $4,- 
000,000 Succumbs to Cancer. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—Thomas E, 
Waggamann of this city, ex-Treasurer of 
the Catholic University, who failed for 
more than $4,000,000 last year, died to-day 
at a farm house near Annapolis, Md., 
where he had been for a number of 
months. The cause of death was cancer of 
the face. He was 69 years old, 

Waggamann for many years was en- 
gaged here in the real estate business and 
was behind some of the largest land trans- 
actions ever known in this city. His finan. 
cial condition first came to light when 
he attempted to-place a deed of trust on 
his art collection in favor of the Catholic 
University. He was thwarted by a num- 
ber of persons to whom he owned money. 
Soon after he was declared a bankrupt. 

Later the Grand Jury of the District of 
Columbia, at the instance of the United 
States District Attorney, took up the mat- 
ter and Waggamann was twice indicted 
for embezzlement. He was never tried. 
His valuable art collection was sold in 
New York. 

The cancer began to develop about a 
year ago. He suffered a nervous break- 
down soon after his arrest, and after giv- 
ing bail was taken to a small farm house 
near Annapolis.

TWO POINTS OF DIFFERENCE 


Cost of Inspection and Dating of La- 
bels Are the Irrecancilable 
Propositions. 


Special to The New \ ork Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—The House 
conferrees on the Meat bill to-day took 
the Senate by the throat. They declared 
that there was no use conferring;~that 
unless the Senate accepted its contention 
the subject should be abandoned. They 
would not even sign an agreement to 
disagree, for that would bring the matter 
before Congress; they would simply break 
up the conference, and leave the Meat Dill 
in the air. 

The points in difference are the House 
| proposition to put the cost of inspection 
'on the Government instead of on the 
| packers, and the Senate proposition that 
owes dates of canning must be put»on the 
cans. The second proposition was not 
reached; the House conferees served 
their ultimatum before it could come up, 
jand the conference broke up then and 

there. 

When Senator Proctor returned to the 
Senate and wrathfully reported this oc- 
currence, the Senate was fairly stupefied. 
It adjourned to think the thing over. The 
temper of the Senators to-night is near 
the boiling point, and they do not intend 
to surrender. Unless something is done 
the House will carry out its threat, and 
there will be no meat bill at all this ses- 
sion. 

The feeling between the two houses Is 
tense. The Senators who favor the bill 
declare to-night that the House can kill 
it if it chooses, but if it does the Senate 
will see that the responsibility is put 
where it belongs. The Senators threaten 
to make speeches exposing the whole his- 
tory of the assassination of the meat bill, 
mentioning names and putting the respon- 
sibility on the shoulders of Wadsworth, 
Lorimer, and the Speaker. They also 
threaten to show up things in the pack- 
ing houses which have not yet been re- 
vealed to the public. Hitherto, they say, 
they have been conciliatory. If such an 
outrageous hold-up is perpetrated as the 
House threatens, this attitude will be 
abandoned. They do not intend to let 
the session end without a full and com- 
plete exposure, if this threat is carried 
out. Mr. Proctor went into the Senate 
late in the afternoon and made known 
the threat of the House. 

The effect of the threat on the Senate 
was so immediate and so striking that the 
friends of the packers hurried: Into the 
breach to avoid trouble. Senator Warren 
of Wyoming, the chief advocate of the

had worked long over this bill, and con- 
sideration should be shown to it. Senator 
Hemingway of Indiana criticised Senator 
Proctor for unparliamentary conduct in 
revealing what took place within the sa- 
cred portals of the conference room.

“It would be just as fair and a little 
more accurate,’ said one of them, “to 
say that the Senate conferreeg preferred 
to let the bill fail rather than yield.” 

It was explained by the conferrees that 
the Senate conferrees had submitted a 
proposition to which they could not agree. 
It involved the levying of fees upon the 
packers, the proceeds of which were to be 
covered into the Treasury. This plan was 
proposed in the effort to meet the objec- 
tion of Speaker Cannon and other House 
leaders to the creation of the special fund 
to be controlled by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. The House conferreés rejected it 
on three grounds. To be with it was in 
effect a tax, they held, and one that was 
neither equal nor equally distributed; not 
equal because of the difference in size 
and value of cattle, instanced by a high 
grade steer and an old canner; not equally 
distributed because the big packers would 
have to pay the greater proportion of it, 
| their proportion in fact being in/excess of 
| the cost of the work at their plants, and 
{thus supplying the deficiency created by 
furnishing inspection to the smaller estab- 
| lishments. 

Moreover, the House conferrees held, the 
contention that the packers could not and 
} would not exact the inspection charge 
!from the producer was without founda- 
| tion, the agility of Senator Beveridge in 
figuring out the fractional impossibility 
| of such a transaction to the contrary not- 
| withstanding. The House conferrees hold 
that it is not only simple for the packers 
to put the cost on the producer, but cer- 
tain that it would be done. One mthod 
was suggested by which, it was said, it 


would be easy to accomplish that result. 

That method was simply to deduct the 
sum of the inspection cnarge from the 
total to be paid to any producer whose 
animals were purchased. For instance, if 
a hundred steers were bought, the check 

|for payment would be $5 less than the 
purchase price, and so on. 

When this proposition was submitted 
to the House conferrees, they at once an- 
nounced that they could not accept it, 
they say. The conferrees asked then that 
they report a disagreement to the House, 

;and asked for further instructions. 
‘they declined to do. They hold that the 
! circumstances under which the bill was 
| passed by the House constituted in effect 
‘a special instruction, an agreement hav- 
ling been reached with the President after 
! considerable negotiation in which the 
| Speaker himself had taken part, and the 
j vote in the House having been practically 
unanimous, 

When the House conferrees declined to 
!report a disagreement, they allege, the 
| Senators said that meant that the bill 
j might fail.

tunately was true, but that the 
alter their position. :

The commodity amendment, It is de- 
clared, will be reported exactly as it was 
in the last conference report; that is, 
the phrase “common carriers” will give 
Place to the word “ railroads.” 


EX-COWBOY SAVES A MAN. 


McGowan Made a Larlat and Caughta 
Would-Be Suicide in the Water. 


Policeman McGowan once herded cattle 
in Texas, where he learned how to throw 
a lariat, Also he learned that when men 
walk fast on a hot day they may do 
something that is unwise. 

So McGowan, of the East, Thirty-fifth 
Street Station, standing at the corner of 
First Avenue and Thirty-sixth Street, 
yesterday afternoon with the thermom- 
eter near the nineties, put after a wild- 
eyed man who headed for the docks. 
But before he reached him the man had 
dived off the dock. 

McGowan grabbed a rope end from a 
barge and flung it to the man, who sank. 
Then McGowan noosed the end of the 
rope into a running loop and held it ready 
for a throw. The man came up a second 
later, and the noose settled about his 
neck. McGowan hauled in his man. Dis- 
gust was written all over his face. 

‘You’ve saved me this time all right, 
but I'll do it again when I get out,” said 
the man, 

At Bellevue Hospital he said he was 
John Pendleton, 28 years old, of 16 East 
134th Street. He was out of work, had a 
sick mother at home, and was absolutely 
desperate, he said. 


HIT BY STONES IN SUBWAY. 


Queer Shower of Rocks on a Train 
Near Astor Place. 


Passengers in a north-bound Subway 
train were surprised between Astor Place 
and Fourteenth Street about 6 o'clock last 
night when a shower of stones crashed 
through the windows from the east side 
of the tunnel. 

Two windows were broken and the floor 
of one car was strewn with débris. A 
dozen passengers were busy all the rest 
of the way uptown picking pieces of 
stones from inside their collars, while one 
man had his hand cut*by a large piece of 
atone which hit him. 

Various theories were advanced to ac- 
count. for the fusillade of stones. The 
piece which cut the man’s hand was 
piainly a part of the Subway wall. A re- 
porter for TH TIMBs was told by em- 
ployes of the Interborough Company that 
the stones probably fell from one of the 
ventilators which are being cut in the 
sidewalks along the Subway route. It was 
suggested that some person thoughtless 
or malicious shoved a pile of débris into 
the Subway with his foot just as a train 
was passing. 


SHOT OVER A GIRL, HE SAYS. 


Doctors Are Suspicious. 


Edward Tietgen staggered into his 
mother’s house at 311 Ninety-second 
Street, Fort Hamilton, last night with a 
bullet wound through his head. He said 
he had been shot by a companion who 
did not like what he said about a girl 
named May Dudley,- who lives in.Ninety- 
first Street. After telling this stc.y Tiet- 
gen fell unconscious. 

According to Tietgen, he was with two 
men when the shooting occurred. All 
three of them, it is said, have paid atten- 
tion to Miss Dudley. They got in a 
quarrel about her, Tietgen said, and he 
was shot. At the frospital the physicians 
judged from the character of the wound 
that the youth had tried to commit sul- 
cide. He was very low late last night.

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BURIED TO HIS NECK 
“IN SAND AND EARTH 


Tortured by Pressure, 
Loses Senses During Rescue. 


‘FOOD AND LIQUOR LOWERED 


|Excavation Was Twenty-one Feet 
Down and Passing Trolley Car 
Started the Fail. 


Buried to his neck In sand and soap- 
stone, Jeremiah Fisher was held for nine 
hours yesterday afternoon and last night 
in an excavation on the Richmond 
Turnpike, back of Tompkinsville, in 
Richmond Borough. Late last night it 
looked as if he might eventually be re- 
leased, but the doctors waiting about the 
mouth of the excavation did not think he 
could survive. He was almost uncon- 
scious and apparently dying. 

Fisher had not been released at 1 
o'clock this morning, though gangs of 
men had worked up to that time with 
the greatest efforts to et him out. 

Fisher was caught at 4:80 o’clock in the 
afternoon, and at 7 P. M. the doctors 
said he could not live an hour. 

He was employed by John Barry, a 
plumber. All yesterday morning Italians 
worked sinking a shaft down between the 
trolley tracks on Richmond Turnpike, 
near Cebra Avenue, to uncover the city 
sewer. At that point the sewer is ‘21 feet 
from the surface. The opening was made 
to enable connection to be made with the 
house of John H. Smith. The shaft went 
down between the two sets of tracks. 

The main had been uncovered at 4 
o'clock, and Fisher went down into the 
hole to make the connection with the 
riser which was to meet the pipe from the 
house. He was at work when the earth 
material about him began to slide into 
the hole, A passing trolley car is sup- 
posed to have started the movement of 
earth. 

Fisher, shouting for help, tried to climb 
out, and, as he climbed the mixture: of 
sand and soapstones and clay began to 
rise, and when he was about half way 
out of the hole he was held fast by the 
solid stuff which flowed in around his 
legs. The next few minutes were ones 
of fearful agony for him, as the stuff 
slowly but steadily mounted about him. 
It went up past his waist and finally 
passed his chest and reached his neck. It 
stopped rising then, but Fisher wag help- 
less, 

A rope was thrown to him, and a plank, 
but all efforts to pull him out were un- 
successful. 

The men who were at work about resort- 
ed to all means possible. Then the fire- 
men were summoned and took charge. It 
was found impossible for a man to get 
down to him. When it was attempted the 
would-be rescuer began to sink into the 
quicksandlike stuff, and had to be pulled 
back by his mates catching hold of him. 

Fisher said the pressure upon his ab- 
domen was torture, and said it séemed 
as if his chest was being crushed in. 
Long-handled shovels were obtained from 
the trolley company and the telephone 
company loaned some spoonlike affairs, 
which they use to excavate pole holes.

When the boards were finally ranged 
about him, however, there was very little 
room for tiie working of the shovels, and 
only about three spadesful could be taken 
out in a small pail ata time. The planks, 
however, held the inflow in check, and 
the work of getting the now unconscious 
man out was carried on as best might be. 

The scene of the affair was close to the

| Roosevelt to-day signed the joint“resolu-

| pathy with the victims of the massacre 
| in Russia. This resolution, a Senate one, 
; came up in the House on Friday, being 
; offered by Mr. Cousins of Iowa, and was 
passed without discussion. It reads: 

“* Resolved, that the people of the United 
States are horrified by the reports of the 
massacre of Hebrews in Russia on ac- 
count of their race and religion, and that 
those bereaved thereby have the hearty 
sympathy of the people of this country.” 

This is the first resolution of the kind 

that has passed Congress ina long while.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 27.—A shock 
felt here at 4:10 o’clock this afternoon is 
said by Cleveland scientists to have been 
an earthquake. It is reported to have 
shaken the southern shore of Lake Erie 
for one hundred miles, from Zanesville on 
the east to Marblehead on the west. 

No damage has been reported, although 
in some places the shock was sufficient 
to slam doors and rattle windows.

IGNORE TWO-CENT RATE LAW. 


Ohio Business Men May Take Action 
Against Railroads. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CLEVELAND, June 27.—The railroad 
companies in Ohio are ignoring the two- 
cent fare law as applied to inter-State 
traffic. Attorney General Ellis, has ruled 
that under no circumstances can they 
charge in excess of two cents a mile 
within the State, even on inter-State busi- 
ness. The commercial travelers of the 
State, through their Ohio organization, 
threaten to begin proceedings against the 
railroads to compel them to adhere 
strictly to the new law.

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THAW MAY PLEAD 
HE WAS JUSTIFIED 


He Refuses to be Examined, but 
Allenists Call Him Sane. 


cr WIFE MAY TESTIFY TO-DAY 


She Saw Him in the Tombs Prison 
Yesterday—Stanford White 
Will Be Buried To-day. 


| Although there has been no intimation 
by counsel for the defense that the theory 
of insanity will be abandoned in the case 
j of Harry Kendall Thaw, who shot and 
| killed Stanford White, the architect, on 
| Monday night on the roof of Madison 
Square Garden, there is at least a possi- 
| bility that it will be discarded and the 
plea of justification substituted. 

The stumbling block in the way of the 
insanity theory is Thaw himself. The 
; young man persistently refuses to show 
any signs of mental disorder, and those 
who have come in contact with him are 
convinced that he is in possession of his 
senses in the fullest degree. The com- 
; mission named by acting District Attor- 
j Bey Nott, after an unsuccessful attempt 
j to examine Thaw yesterday, informally 
; reported that there was not the slightest 
| indication of mental or physical disorder 
}about him. If he persists in his refusal 
to submit to examination the report may 
be made final. 

Thaw's bearing is that of a man who 
would rather impress those who come im 
;contact with him with the idea that he did 
i the right thing and was justified in doing 
it when he shot and killed’ White. Not a 
whisper has come from his lips as yet,

Grand Jury to Act To-day. 


The funeral train bearing the remains 
of Thaw’'s victim will leave the Long 
Island Railroad station this morning upon 
the arrival of the 9 o’clock ferryboat, for 
St. L. I, where interment will 
take place. Half an hour later, in the 
Coroners’ office the inquest will begin. 
At the end of the inquest the case will be 

j presented to thé Grand Jury, and it is be- 
lieved that an indictment charging Harry 
Thaw with murder in the first degree will 
be returned soon. The inquest will be a 
mere formality. . 

Acting District Attorney Nott, disous- 
sing his plans, said yesterday afternoon 
that the proceedings before the Grand 
Jury would be as brief as the tinquest. He 
explained that the testimony of the same 
witnesses would be sufficient on which 
to base the indictment, and that there 
was not the slightest necessity for sub- 
mitting the entire case of the State. If he 
follows this plan he ‘will eliminate the 
possibility of a demand from the defense 
for the minutes of the Grand Jury. 

He was especially emphatic then in say- 
ing that Mrs. Thaw, who had been sub- 
poenaed to appear before the Grand Jury, 
would not be called upon to testify for the 
present, although he had received a prom-

crease his allowance. His mother has in- 
dulgently paid his bills and supplied htm 


with money, but $2,400 a year is all he} 


| has receiveu from his fathers estate, Tne 
codicil to William Thaw’'s will which pro- 
vides for the annuity is this: 

| In my said will I have directed the allot- 
ment of one of the equal shares of my estate 
to my son, Harry Kendall Thaw, the payment, 
assignment, and delivery of one-fourth of tke 
| amount to him at majority, and of the income 
remaining three-fourths thereafter. 

These were the terms under which all of the 
children were to be paid. 

With great regret and reluctance and solely 
from a sense of duty I hereby cancel and re- 
voke any and all provisions of my said will, 
directing payment of money or property to my 
said son, Harry Kendall Thaw, and in 
thereof, do now will and direct that the equal 
part or share of my estate hereinafter directed | 
to be allotted to or set apart for my said son} 
and any other money, property, or estate which | 
under the provisions of my said will would go! 
!to him, shall be taken, held, and managed by 

the executors of my will in trust, to pay from 
the income thereof for the proper maintenance | 
!of my said son during minority; and further, 
to pay him, after he shall have reached hig 
majority, for and during his natural life, the 
sum of $2,400 per annum, in monthly payments. 
The residue of income remaining in the hands 
of saii executors from his part, shall be dis- 
tributed from time to time to my other children 
as if no share had been allotted to be set apart 
or computed a my said son. 

All the foregoing provisions of this codicil are, 
however, subject to this further provision re- 
specting my said son, Harry Kendall Thaw, 
viz., that if at any time in the judgment of a 
majority of the executors of my said will he 
; shall have shown such settled character and 
| course of life as to indicate proper capacity, 
discretion, and fitness for the receipt, care, 
and expenditure of income or estate originally 
designed for him, they are authorized and em- 
powered to carry out and perform all of the 
provisions of my sald will In respect to my said 
son, Harry Kendall Thaw.

VIENNA, June 27.—A private letter 
dated at Sevastopol on June 23 ex- 
presses the belief that Sevastopol is on 
the eve of disturbances similar to those 
at Bialystok. 

It describes the steps taken by the 
authorities to neutralize the revolution- 
ary propaganda in the army and pre- 
pare the trustworthy troops and the 
rabble for an attack, not exclusively 
on the Jews, of whom there are com- 
paratively few in Sevastopol, but on 
other classes toward whom the authori- 
ties are embittered.

The letter reproduces a confidential 
circular, dated May 29, (Old Style,) 
addressed to the Colonels commanding 
regiments Gen. Nepluyeff, com- 
mander at Sevastopol.

EAST SIDE PARENTS 
STORM THE SCHOOLS 


Cheap Doctors Told Them Their 
Children Were Being Killed. 


ALL THE PUPILS DISMISSED 


Some Simple Operations at a School 
Used to Arouse Frenzied Wail- 
ing and Hair-Pulling. 


Adenoids, which are wartlike growths, 
interfering with respiratton, had _ to 
be removed from the throats of several 
east side school children recently. Yes- 
terday morning they were the cause of 
riots which threw the lower east side into 
a panic. The Jews in that section, most 
of whom cannot speak or understand Eng- 
lish, heard that their children’s throats 
were being cut in wholesale fashion by 
the City Government. Tearing their hair 
and talking wildly in Yiddish, the parents 
stormed a dozen public schools at once 
and mourned for the little boys and girls 
whom their maddened fancy pictured al- 
ready slain. 


** Jackleg ’’ doctors, who practice among 


the poverty-stricken tenement dwellers, 
are blamed for inciting the panic. At 
least twenty-five parents told Miss Simp- 
son, Principal of Public School No. 110, 
Broome and Cannon Streets, that a strange 
man had gone to their flats and told 
them to run to the rescue of their chil- 
dren. These doctors of the lower class 
resent operations by Board of Health and 
hospital physicians because it takes from 
them the 15 and 25 cent fees which form 
the bulk of their income. 

Reports of the recent massacres in Rus- 
sia undoubtedly added fuel to the :fire 


of the parents’ terror. Easily excitable 
at’any time, just now the Jews who have 
migrated here from Russia are —_ 
to believe any tale of violence they hear, 
and so there seemed nothing impossible 
about the rumor that teachers paid by 
the city were engaged in cutting the 
throats of the innocents. 


Attacks Came Together. 


The attacks on the public schools were 
remarkable in that they were simultane- 
ous. They started between 10 and 11 
o’clock, and nearly every school between 
Mulberry Eend and the East River and 
Madison and Stanton Streets was be- 


sieged. Mothers were in the majority, 
but men with long beards were with them, 
Not a mouth’in the whole number but 
managed to emit its wails of anxiety 
and distress. 

Reserves had to be turned out from 
eleven police precincts, some seventy- 
five policemen being required to quell 
the disturbance. Capt. Byrnes of the De- 
lancey Street Police Station was in com- 
mand, and he worked so hard that he had 
to stay in bed for an hour after it was 
all over. 

The most curious feature of the panic 
was that it occurred six days after the 
adenoids were extracted. This makes it 
certain that there was a deliberate and 
concerted attempt to stir up the, excite- 
ment. It was just a week ago to-day that 
the corps of physicians and nurses visited 
Public School No. 110. In that school 
there are three or four classes made up of 
children not physically sound. To save 
the parents the trouble and expense of 
carrying the children up to Mount Sinai 
Hospital Miss Simpson arranged to turn 
one of her rooms into a temporary hos- 
pital. No child was touched, though, 
without the consent of its parents. 

After it was all over the subjects of 
the operations became distinguished in 
the eyes of their ‘fellows. They were 
heroes, as Tom Sawyer was when he 
charged a fee for a view of his sore toe. 
They boasted of the ordeal through which 
they had gone, and opened their mouths 
that other Hittle east siders might gaze 
down their throats in awe. But it did 
not seem to excite anybody at the time, 
and the heroes’ wreaths were beginning 
2 fade when trouble broke loose yester- 
day. 

Public School No. 4, on Rivington Street, 
came in for a large share of the trouble, 
There is only one Christian in the entire 
school, and the parents of 98 per cent. of 
the pupils speak only Yiddish. They gath- 
ered before the doors an hour after school 
opened and called their children loudly, 
by name, The teachers and children dic 
not know what to make of it. As their 
fathers and mothers screamed outside the 
boys and girls sat calmly at their desks 
and twiddled their pencils. 

Not being admitted at first, the frantic 
parents became more clamorous. They 
surged forward toward the doors, and one 
woman knocked out the glass with a 
stone. Then Miss Lizzie E. Rector, the 
Principal, thought it was about time to 
let them come in and see that their chil- 
dren were safe. When the doors were 
opened the mob rushed in and began to 
climb the stairs, shrieking. 

“You cannot imagine thelr excitement,’’ 
said Miss Rector. ‘ They evidently ex- 
pected to see their sons and daughters 
dead and covered with blood, If a woman 
didn’t happen to find her child at once 
she set up a wail as if she had stumbled 
across its body. 

“One man tore his hair out. When I 
say this I am not speaking figuratively. 
He put both hands to his head, and when 
he held his hands out there was a bunch 
of hair in each one. For the moment he 
was raving mad, The children didn't want 
to leave. They cried when their parents 
wanted to take them away. Finally I de- 
cided to dismiss the children until the ex- 
citement should die down, and _ they 
marched out in good order.”’ 

Miss Simpson's school, where the ade- 
noids were extracted a week ago, was an- 
other storm centre. She let the parents 
in immediately end showed them that 
their young ones were not slaughtered. 
Her school was dismissed at 11:30 o'clock. 
It was Miss Simpson, who, with the co- 
operation of the parents, brought about 
the visit of the physicians and nurses Jast 
Thursday, and it was she who traced the 
source of the riots to disappointed doctors. 

“It Is the Gouverneur TRospital trouble 
over again,’’ said Miss Simpson. “ about 
four years ago a mob besieged the hos- 
pital because they said their children’s 
eves were being put out. The Board of 
Health had sent schoo) children there to 
have their eyes examined. At that time | 
these low-class doctors openly complained | 
to me that their practice was being in- 
tcerfered with by the city authorities. Of 
course, none of the better class of phy- 
sicians objects to the clildren’s receiving 
hospital treatment.”

It author- 
ized the Secretary of Agriculture to fix 
standards of food products “ for the guid- 
ance of officials charged with the admin- 
istration of food laws and information 
courts.”’ 

This method of informing the courts 
was vigorously criticised in the House. 
Section 10 made it compulsory for dealers 
to sell samples to officials of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for examination. Sec- 
tion 11 provides punishment for those who 
refused to do so; and Section 12 provided 


that the acts should not be construed to 
interfere with commerce which is wholly 
conducted in any State, but guaranteeing 
to original packages the right of delivery 
within a State. 

Under the misbranding of drugs in Sec- 
tion 11 provided punishment for those who 
alcohol as a solvent was stricken out, A 
change was made in the parearern which 
excited the fight among the whisky men, 
so that in case whisky is rectified, com- 
pounded, or is an imitation, that fact must 
be ope Stated on the label. 

The considerations stricken out were 
those for which Dr. Wiley, Chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry of the Department 
of Agriculture, has fought with great 

ersistency. It is held that their elim- 
nation practically emasculates the bill, 
as it puts on the Secretary the burden of 
preet in each case, and would involve him 
n constant litigation in the effort to en- 
force the remaining provisions. 


STABBING AT PARK CONCERT. 


Victim Had Knocked a Child Down— 
Identification by Match Light. 


During che concert in Mulberry Park 
last night Joseph Trezino of 19 Mott 
Street was walking with his sister in Bax- 
ter Street toward the park. Joseph Brac- 
co of 48 New Bowery was with his four- 
year-old child, walking in the same direc- 
tion. Trezino, in pushed his way through 
the crowd, knocked the girl down, and the 
father, according to the police, drew a 





breast. Trezino fell to the street uncon- 
ecious and Bracco started to run. 

Several persons shouted for help, and 
immediately the 2,000 persons listening to 
the concert started after the man. Po- 
liceman McIntyre and Detectives Cun- 
niffee and Duffy caught Bracco in Cen- 
tre Street. The crowd surged about the 
police. demanding that the prisoner be 
turned over to them. The detectives drew 
their clubs and some one telephoned to 
thg Elizabeth Street Station. The re- 
serves, who came quickly, were com- 
pelled to club their way to the prisoner. 

Bracco was taken to the wounded man, 
who was revived by the use of stimulants. 
It was very dark where Trezino lay. but 
by lighting matches he was able to see 
Bracco, and, the police say, identified him 
as the man who did the stabbing. Tre- 
zino was taken to the Hudson Street 
Hospital by Dr. Leslie, who said the man 
could not recover.

ber, when the court will again meet after 
the Summer recess.

I have been out of town for the past 
week, and this morning I was shown your 
editorial. of the 18th inst. To my mind 
your editorial is a further argument in 
favor of my views on the labor question. 
The matter of how best to reach the de- 
sired results is a question of detail. If 
the Government saw fit to add the Sec- 
retary of Labor to the President's Cabi- 
net it seems to me it should go further 
and should go down into the practical 
trezatment of the question.

DRINKING WATER FOR HORSES. 


The S. P. C. A. Working as Rapidly as 
Permission and Funds Are Obtained. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

My attention has been called to a letter 
in TH» Times signed ‘‘G. Kendall,”’ from 
which one would infer that the American 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals is not actively engaged in sup- 
plying horses with water in New York 
this Summer. 

It may interest your correspondent to 
know that this gociety has installed a 
large number of drinking fountains for 
man and beast in different parts of the 
city, and that as soon as the necessary per- 
mission can be obtained from the proper 
authorities, many more fountains will be 
erected. In the meanwhile, the society 
has twenty-five men stationed at different 
points in the city with pails to supply 
water to thirsty horses and hose to spray 
them. This excellent service—which Is 
due to the liberal contributions of several 
members of the society—will shortly be 
inereased to fifty men, and could be still 
further increased if the friends of animals 
would place additional funds at our dis- 
posal for the purpose, A contribution of 
one hundred dollars will keep one man 
on the street during the entire Summer. 

The Commissioner of Water Supply, Gas 
and Electricity, the Hon. William B. Ellison, 
has done everything in his power to facili- 
tate the society in supplying water to 
horses from the hydrants. The society 
also expects to place at different points 
in the city a large number of watering 
tubs, the same as used in front of the 
headquarters of the society, and we are 
only waiting for the necessary permits 
from the Borough President.

ELEVATED ROAD EXTENSIONS. 
Letter from Theodore Cooper to the 


Rapid Transit Commission. 


The Rapid Transit Commission, 
Broadway, New York. 

Gentlemen: I am requested by a cir- 
cular letter issued by the City Club to 
write at once to all the members of your 
board to oppose the granting of any addi- 
tional facilities to the elevated railroads. 
As they state that “ the situation is crit- 
teal and your [my] letter may turn the 
tide "’ I am impelled to comply with part 
of their request. 

As a citizen and a student of the rapid 
transit problem for many years, I desire 
to protest against the unfair and un- 
reasonable outcry against granting such 
reasonable additions to the elevated rail- 
roads and East River Bridge terminals 
as will promptly increase their usefulness. 

Every one who has studied carefully 
the ever-increasing demands for addition- 
al transit lines in this or any other great 
city recognizes that new routes and lines 
cannot be selected and built fast enough 
to keep up with the growing needs, 

The demands for new subways to serve 
those parts of our city yet unfavored 
with rapid transit facilities are fully 
within your knowledge. You know the 
time that must be devoted to the selec- 
tion of any new route and then to its 
construction. You know that the financ- 
ing of all the routes actually needed for 
Greater New York, whether @one by the 
city or private parties, would have to be 
extended over a long series of years. 

Does not increased rapid transit for the 
people of New York imply that those 
sections which have no such facilities 
should have the first preference? Those 
districts which have had the excellent 
service of the elevated railroads for twen- 
ty-seven years cannot in fairness expect 
direct consideration until other districts 
have had proper facilities given them. 

The advocacy for increasing the ca- 
pacity of the existing elevated railroads 
or making prompt connections with the 
East River bridges has been distorted 
to mean opposition or delay to the con- 
struction of new Subway lines. The 
elevated railroads have furnished this 
city for over a quarter century with the 
best rapid service that was possible 
until your board was created and given 
the powers you now possess. Now that 
you have given us something newer, if 
not better, it is popular to ‘decry the 
elevated roads. Off with the old love 
and on with the new until it also becomes 
familiar, 

That all the new subways that can be 
built will be needed as fast as they can 
be completed, I fully believe. I also be- 
lieve that the elevated railroads are here 
to stay for generations at least, and that 
it is poor policy to prevent them being 
made as efficient as possible. 

That the elevated structures are not 
things of beauty must be conceded. 
Neither are the hundreds of miles of 
wharfs, docks, warehouses, manufacto- 
ries, stores, or dwellings that make the 
life of this city. An aesthetically beautiful 
city is an attractive dream. But I think 
some three and three-quarters millions 
out of the four millions of the inhabi- 
tants are more interested in the ‘“ bread 
line’ and increased facilities of transpor- 
tation. 

The circular of the City Club kindly 
aids those whom they have requested to 
write to you, by stating that any addi- 
tional facilities granted the elevated roads 
will increase ‘‘ the danger from tubercu- 
losis, lower the moral character of the 
neighborhood, seriously endanger the lives 
of the dwellers in case of fire, and make 
lit unbearable for people.’” I was una- 
ware that the morals and chances of life 
were lower among people living on Sec- 
ond, Third, Sixth, and Ninth Avenues 
than among those living in the same dis- 
tricts on the other avenues. I had a 
crude idea that the great concentration 
of the population In certain districts was a 
greater factor in the question of compar- 
ative physical and moral sanitation than 
whether the lines of transportation were 
overhead or underground. 

It is not the fashion at present to say 
a good word for the elevated railroads, 
and there is an apparent public outcry 
against giving them any opportunity of 
bettering existing lines. If the owners 
of these lines were to issue notice to- 
morrow that at a definite date in the 
near future they would cease to run trains 
and would take down the structures on 
all the streets, and avenues, I believe you 
would hear the real voice of the people 
expressed in no uncertain tones. 

I have solely been impelled to write this 
protest by the request of the City Club,

New Danger for Trees Near New York. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I think it would be of interest to youf readers 
to know that our forest trees are in great 
danger of destruction by a fungus growth and 
an attack of Aphid or green files. 

I have found that on being attacked the trees 
succumb in a very short time, as any of your 
readers who have places in the country will 
notice. Particularly chestnut trees in West- 
chester’ County, N. Y., and Essex and Bergen 
Counties in New Jersey, are being seriously 
affected, many of them having died within ,the 
past two years. 

The only remedy I know of is to cut out the 
wood which is affected by the fungus and care- 
fully spray with a fungus spray, and also an 
insect spray to kill the green fly. 

It will be necessary to take prompt action if 
these trees are to be saved, and as it means a 
great deal for the good of the country, I think 
it right to call the attention of your readers to 
something that may have escaped their atten- 
tion.

You 
should have seen that busy little band of 
young matrons as they met in the little 
room of a safe deposit—part of a bank, 
There not being any chairs, they quite. 
cheerfully sat on the floor. There were 
only six little matrons, very young they 
were—with no special committees—but 
with a great desire in their hearts to_ 
help the dependent, homeless women at 
their door, and to shelter little ones. 

And one day there came news that was 
hailed with great joy—the Standard Oil 
Company offered to double the receipts, 
whatever they might be. Every one 
worked with renewed energy—for every 
dollar meant two dollars. The watch- 
word went down the line: “ Every dollar 
means two dollars. Be generous.” 

Last night we had our “café chan- 
tant ’’—our first bit of brightness in many 
sad and weary weeks.

The 
programme was not very much to speak 
of, but it was the first we had had for 
so long that we hailed each number, 
especially the earthquake topical songs, 
with great enthusiasm. 

The June night was perfect, and we 
were out of doors, much to our joy, for 
the almost daily earthquake might happen 
any time. It was all quite simple, and’ 
we enjoyed it together, and when the 
evening was over we were the happy and 
proud possessors of $2,000. And this 
Morning the Standard Oil Company ts. to 
send the check for $2,000 more. We are 
the happy owners of $4,000, for which we 
thank THE New York Times and the 
generous-hearted girl in Morristown, 
whose check was our mascot. 

If you could see the homeless women 
whom it will make comfortable, and the 
fifty little children, happy in a safe shel- 
ter, you would rejoice with us. We can 
hardly believe in our good fortune—it fs 
like a fairy story quite suddenly come 
true. And nowhere in the world can you 
find a prouder little groyp of matrons 
than those who sat onthe floor and 
planned the campaign which has been so 
signally successful.

PASS NATURALIZATION BILL. 


Senators Put in an Amendment Want- 
ed by the Mormons. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—The Senate 
to-day passed with amendments the House 
bill providing a uniform method of na- 
turalization throughout the United States. 

The United States District Court of 
Porto Rjco is authorized to grant natural- 


ization papers, and Porto Ricans are au- 
thorized to come to the United States and 
be naturalized. 

Senator Sutherland of Utah had an 
amendment put in affecting Mormons. It 
requires applicants to state that they are 
not “believers in the practice of poly- 
gamy,”’ instead of saying they are not 
“ believers in polygamy.’ This was done 
on the plea that many Mormons believe 
in the ras le of polygamy and yet are 
opposed to the practice. 

The bill is intended to provide a uni- 











form rule for the naturalization of aliens 
throughout the United States. Admission 
to citizenship shall not be granted.in less 
than two years after the declaration of 
intention. Anarchists cannot be admitted. 
No alien shall be naturalized who cannot 
speak the English language. 


William Hendrle, Turfman, Dead. 


HAMILTON, Ont., June 27.—William Hendrie 
died here this afternoon after a lingering ill- 
ness. Mr. Hendrie was President of the On- 
tario Jockey Club, and known all over the 
States and Canada, 





Mr. Hendrie, for more than ten years, had 
been a prominent figure in Canadian racing, 
and until a few years ago gampaigned a sec- 
tion of his stable on the Eastern tracks, though 
his chief turf ambition was to win the Royal 
Plate races of Canada, in which races he 
and J. E. Segram were constant rivals. Mr. 
Hendrie’s greatest turf triumph was in 1898, 
when he won the Futurity with the colt Mar- 
timas, which he bought as a yearling and de- 
veloped in his own stable 


Phelps Awarded to Boston Amerlcans. 

CINCINNATI, June 27.—Edward J. Pheips, 
catcher, now playing with the Pittsburg Na- 
tional League Club, has been awarded to the 
Boston American League Club, according to a 
voluminous decision handed down to-day by 
Chairman Herrmann of the National Baseball 
Commission. The Cincinnati club, which dis- 
posed of the player to Boston for $1,500, will 
be required to pay the player $750, his half of 
the purchase money. It is held by the com- 
mission that at the time the player accepted 
terms with the Pittsburg club he did not have 
his unconditional release from Cincinnati, nor 
did he have his unconditional release at any 
subsequent time. 


Christie Auto for Vanderbilt Cup. 


The entry of the tenth American auto for 
the Vanderbilt Cup race was received yes-

WHITNEYS HORSES WON 
TWO SHEEPSHEAD RACES 


Perverse Took Mermaid Stakes 
and Ironsides a Handicap. 


ANGLER FIRST ON THE TURF 


Ethon, from the West, Was a Success- 
ful “ Good Thing "—Four Favor- 
ites Were Defeated. 


The Whitney racing stable, which has 
been less conspicuous this Spring than for 
a@ number of years, took the leading part 
in the making of results at the Sheeps- 
head Bay track yesterday, when its colors 
were first in two races, the ghief events 
of the day, and the only races in which 
the stable was represented, Perverse win- 
ning the Mermaid Stakes in new record 
time, for the fixture, and Ironsides taking 
the handicap for three-year-olds. Both 
winners are Whitney hred, both by Med- 
dler, and both were ridden by Lyne. 

The Mermaid was the only stake of the 
programme, and five fillies, three years 
old, were named to run for !t over a mile- 
and-a-furlong course. Of the number, 
Edna Jackson, regarded as the most dan- 
gerous contender against Perverse, was 
scratched early, leaving the Whitney filly 
favorite, at a price which varied little 
from 3 to 1 on, Perverse starting at 10 to 
8 on, with Lotowanna about the only one 
of the field that was backed to beat the 
favorite. The start was made with Sahara 


first away, Perverse at once taking sec- 
ond place and rating on under restraint in 
second place, while Sahara set a fast pace 
that speedily carried her and Perverse 
far away from the other runners. 

.On the far turn Lotowanna made one 
futile effort to go up to Perverse, but 
could not get near her, Perverse in the 
meantime waiting on Sahara until the 
turn into the stretch was reached. There 
Perverse went on, and with a brisk effort 
just outside the last furlong pole took 
command and galloped the remainder of 
the distance, winning easily by two 
lengths, while Sahara, at 20 to i, beat 
Lotowanna for second place. The time, 
1:54, was the fastest in the twenty-one 
ears of the stake’s history, though the 
Mermaid has been won by such great 
fillies as Beldame, Thora, Miss Woodford, 
and Firenzi. Ironsides’s victory was a 
erformance as creditable to his rider, 
syne, as to the colt. Toots Mook was 
favorite in a field of thirteen runners, at 
six furlongs on the main course, and Toots 
Mook, away well, raced in front until the 
horses_were close on the winning post, 
when Lyne on Ironsides squeezed through 
a narrow opening and won by a neck 
from Ben Ban, owned by H. BK. Duryea, 
Mr. Whitney’s former racing partner. 

In the mile and a half on the turf 
course, Angler, well up all the way, drew 
clear in the last quarter and won easily 
in 2:33 2-5, time that equaled the track 
record for the turf course.

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Objection to Suburban Winner Because 
of Alleged Error In Description. 


A protest, unique in its way in American 
racing, has been lodged with the Stewards act- 
ing at the Coney Island Jockey Club’s Sheeps- 
head Bay meeting, by F. R. Hitchcock, owner 
of Dandelion, second in the Suburban Handi- 
cap, against the winner, Go Between, on the 


ground that the horse, which ran as a “' bay 
gelding,’’ was not correctly entered. Mr. Hitch- 
cock’s protest is based on the statement, ac- 
cepted as a fact and so far not disputed by 
Alex. Shields, Go Between's present owner, that 
Go Between is what is known to horsemen as a 
| 
| 
| 


‘‘ ridgeling,’’ as it is said that the operation 
to geld him did not completely obliterate his 


sex. 

The protest fs purely technical, as the Sub- 
urban is a race in which the sex allowance 
fixed by the scale of weights is not considered, 
the weights being fixed absolutely, with the 
only change possible resting in the penalties 
that might be incurred. Under the rules of 
racing, however, there is a possible ground for 
the protest, in that Go Between might be con- 
sidered as not having been correctly described, 
though there is no case on record in this coun- 
try where a horse has been described as a 
**ridgeling.”’ The rules make two provisions 
which apply to the case, the first concerning 
incorrect or Imperfect description of a horse, 
when the identity of the horse is established, 
providing only a nominal fine before the race, 
while the second, concerning misstatement, 
omission, or error tn the entry under which a 
horse has run, providing the Stewards with 
powers to disqualify the ‘protested horse and 
award the stakes to the second, in this case 
Dandelion, owned by a Steward of The Jockey 
Club. Alex. Shields, owner of Go Between, 
when notified of the protest, disclaimed all re- 
sponsibility for the description of Go Betwecn 
stated in the-entry of the horse for the Sub- 
urban. Mr. Shields stated that as far as he is 
concerned the Coney Island Jockey Club Is re- 
sponsible for the description, that being the 
description under which Go Between was soid 
to him by the authorized official of the club a 
year ago, when he bought the horse out of the 
histle Selling Stakes on the Sheepshead Bay 
track. The responsibility goes much further 
back than that, however, for Go Between, In 
his entire turf career, covering four years in 
racing, has been described as a ‘* bay gelding,"’

$2,250,000 by Harry P. Nichols, Chief of 
the Bureau of Franchises. This covers 
the period of twenty-five years for which 
the franchise will run. If the Pennsyl- 
vania-New Haven interests are willing to 
pay this figure they can get the grant. 

Originally the city imposed additional 
terms, which stipulated for a five-cent 
fare within the city limits, fixed the 
freight rates to be charged, and required 
the company to pay for opening streets in 
Brooklyn and Long Island City. Now the 
members of the Conference Committee 
have practically decided that they have 
nothing to do with!the matter of freight 
rates, agreeing with the contention of the 
|}road that that belongs to the jurisdiction 
of the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
alone. They also agree with the company 
that the matter of fare does not properly 
come before the board, as the road will 
'be a steam road, and, therefore, comes 
;under the jurisdiction of the Inter-State 
| Commerce Commission. 

There is still a hitch, however, over the 
|question of ordering the opening of 
| Streets. The company does not want to 
stand the expense of opening streets un- 
|less they are certified to by the courts as 
| ne cessary. The road officials say that on 
any other system they would be at the 
mercy of the whims of any incoming 
Board of Estimate. If the members of the 
Conference Committee will give way on 
this point, and they show a decided dispo- 
| sition to do so, all that will be left to be 
| settled is the price of the franchise. 

On this compensation clause, however, 


the city authorities are firm in spite of 
the desire of the railroad companies to 
have the price lowered. The Board of Es- 
timate called on Chief Engineer In~ersoll 
of the Bridge Department to figure out a 
proper basis of compensation for the fran- 
chise, and his estimate tallied almost ex- 
actly with the estimate made by Mr. 
Nichols of the Bureau of Franchises. As 
Mr. Ingersoll is a railroad engineer and 
for years was connected with the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
as an engineer, his figures, coming after 
the estimates of Mr. Nichols, are taken by 
the members of the Board of Estimate as 
good ground for standing by their figures. 


TO REPORT ON NEW SUBWAYS. 


Commissions Named to Pass on Pro- 
posed Routes. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court yesterday afternoon handed down 
orders appointing two sets of Commis- 
sioners who aro to hold hearings and re- 
port to the court whether two rapid tran- 
sit roads or extensions of the rapid transit 
system approved by the Board of 
Rapid ‘Transit Commissioners shall be 
|} constructed and operated or not. One of 
thesa is known as the White Plains Road 
route and the cther as the Jerome Avenue 
subway. 

The Commissioners appointed to report 
upon the White Plains Road route are 
| William W. Niles, Edward H. Healy, and 
Edward R. Finch. Those who are to re- 
port on the Jerome Avenue subway are 
Charles P. Dillon, Rudolph Bloch, and Ed- 
ward J. McGean. 

The White Plains Road route is prac- 
tically an extension of the present rapid 
transit elevated viaduct to West Farms. 
It is to begin at 177th Street and West 
| Farms Road, near Bronx Park, whence 
ja three-track elevated structure will run 
along the West Farms Road, Morris Park 
| Avenue, and the White Plains Road to 
its intersection with East 241st Street. 

The Jerome Avenue subway consists in 
the first place of a four-track subway 
| running under Jerome Avenue from about 
164th Street to the junction with Wood- 
lawn Road, opposite Woodlawn Cemtery. 
From the southern end of this line two 
connections are provided, with railways 
in Manhattan. The first is a three-track 
connectioa leading to the bridge over the 
Harlem River belunging to the Putnam 
Division of the New York Central & Hud- 
son River Railroad Company. The other 
is a two-track subway, passing under the 
Harlem River to a point in Bighth Ave- 
‘nue néar 154th Street, so as to connect 
with a subway to be hereafter construct- 
ed under that avenue. A third spur is 
planned to connect with 153d Street, near 
| Cromwell Avenue, 80 as to afford a con- 
nection with the proposed Lexington Ave- 
nue subway.
